In the London Tnnea of Saturday there 
was printed an im portant despatch from 
Berlin, iw to tho aceuruoy of which we 
v entured to express some doubt on Sunday, 
and which now provea to have been plainly 
at fault as to one point of eouseiiuence, and 
so irumed with regard to the rest of its aub- 
Ktanec that it entirely misroproeented the 
whole subject to which it related, yet did 
this in terms that one disposed to chop 
logic 
might 
deftnd 
as 
strictly true. 
By that despatch it was represented that 
Russia had 
conceded 
in tho Congress 
neuny all that either England or .\ustria 
cared to claim, and that the lamous agree­ 
ment between England and Russia, re­ 
cently given to the public as the basis on 
which their respective objections to tho 
C/ongress hud been 
waived—and which 
agreement was 
E ngland’s guarantee to 
Russia—had, in fact, not restrained the 
English representatives from urging de­ 
mands beyond 
the 
limiiutions 
it 
had 
made. 
It was said by the Thues that the 
Balkiin Mountain was to be the Irontier 
of tho new independent State ; that tho 
Turks were lo have tho right to fortily the 
Balkan passes and to garrison tho lortified 
places, iind that tho city of Sofia would 
not be included within tho limits of this 
independent Stale, but would bo in the 
tributary Slate to bo created south of the 
Balkans, and would consequently bo a 
po.xt that tho Sultan could also lortily and 
garrison as part of his 1^'ontier. 
It was 
said that a telegram from Constantinople 
hud constrained tho Russians to thus settle 
these questions—u statem ent which indi­ 
cated that tho w riter of the dospateh un­ 
derstood that it was 
ono tho ordinary 
reader would havo some difilculty in sw’al- 
lowing, and that consequently needed an 
extravagant reason by way of condiment 
Over this account of the settlem ent of tho 
Bulgarian Irontior, which from tho first has 
been recognized as an exceedingly diffiouit 
point, the English press has had “a day of 
tho blowing of trum pets.” 
This 
sottlc- 
meat was “ nothing less than the abandon­ 
ment by Russia of the policy which has 
guided her relations with Turkey during 
tho last hundred years." 
So said tho 
Times, that exceedingly unceriain thuu- 
dercr. 
And tho Pvst said: - “ Russia is now 
anlhoritatively told that she is as lar from 
Constantinople, if not, indeed, further, 
than she was when the war began. 
Herein 
lies the bitterness of tho mortification to 
which she m ust now subm it.” And all 
this grand diplomatic success wa.s “ entirely 
due to tho firinnoss of tho B ritish represen­ 
tative in the Congress.” 
It was to that 
firmness that w.is owing what they “ ven­ 
tured to regard as a solution of the Eastern 
question.” If wc remember tho spirit of 
superior reserve in which the London press 
homotiincs corrects tho exuberance with 
wliich other peojile txpress their s.tI- 
isfnetion 
these 
extravagant 
sentonoes 
will 
provoke nmusemeut,; 
but 
if 
wo 
endeavor to find any good reason for such 
high notes of victory the failure is so abso­ 
lute that the notes becDme r.itUor comical. 
For nil this gratulution is over whst ? Over 
n statement made by tho Tiinta, which must 
be corrected in every particular in which 
it departed from 
vvliat was 
previously 
known. 
As to the relations ol Sofia lo 
the two frontiers the Times was grossly at 
fault, and in the allegation that Russia bad 
assented that Turkey should fortify and 
hold with troopj the lino of the Balkaos it 
was equally at fault, and these two state­ 
ments constituted the lubrio it gloried over. 
Instead of agreeing that Turkish troops 
shall hold the fortified lino of the Balkans 
the Russiuus have said that on certain con­ 
ditions they may assent to a settlem ent of 
this point, which would have a remote and 
shadowy rosemblaiice to the settlem ent as 
stated by the 'Jlmes. 
If the .State south of 
the Balkans—Eastern Roumolia—is organ­ 
ized on a basis satisfactory to Russia, and 
if tho system of adm inistration to bo 
adopted is 
sati.sfactory 
to 
her, 
then 
Russia 
will consent 
that 
the 
line 
of 
the 
Balkans, 
the 
northein fron­ 
tier 
of 
this 
tributary 
State, 
shall 
bo held, but not by Turkish troops. 
In 
the contiugcucics named that line may be 
held by a militia raised in tho provinces— 
a force of natives—who will be Christians 
where tho line runs through a district 
inhabited by Christians and Mussulmans 
where the line is in a M ussulman country. 
In the 
neighborhood of 
the 
Shipka 
I’ass, 
for 
instance, 
tho 
force 
thus 
raised would 
bo made np 
in 
great 
p.irt 
of 
those 
Hnydjks 
wlio, 
when 
the Russians reache I the Upper Balkan 
country 
in 
tho 
recent 
war, 
became 
their 
eificient 
guides 
and 
led 
them 
to an 1 fro by routes unknown to the Turks 
or to any living creatnros but these moun­ 
taineers. 
How great is the diflerence be­ 
tween this to which tho Russians liavu 
really agreed and that to which it was rep­ 
resented Ihey had agreed it might seem 
Hupcrllnous to point out if so high an au­ 
thority in journidism had not conlnsed tho 
(wo points. 
No one who read the bloody 
story of I’lcvna as it wa.s chronicled day 
alter day for so many months, or who 
reincmbers 
tho fierce confiict 
between 
Radetzky and 
Suleiman 
rucha in tho 
Shipka I’ass, can for a moment doubt 
that if the mountain passes were fortified 
and held by men of that stamp tho Rus- 
sinns would find them an almost insuper­ 
able cdjvtaclo against any new inuveincnt 
toward ('uiisluntinoplc, and England and 
Russia might congratulólo themselves upon 
having established a material and practical 
guarantee. 
But if tho passes are to bo held 
by a m ilitia made op in groat part of the 
Christian people of the country, in sympathy 
with R uhhíh and conscious that she alone 
supports their desire to be rid of tho Otto­ 
man. tho passes will be in the hands of 
friends and open to 
Russia when she 
wishes. 


The other poiut falsely reported is with 
regard to Sofia. 
This place is a strategic 
point of great Importance, and likely to bo 
of mure iuiportancs in tho future than it 
has been in recent wars. 
It is im portant 
for thu country it commands, lor its rela­ 
tion lo tho Balksns and for its relation to 
the railroad to Constantinople. 
If this eity 
wore included in the Houth Balkan State 
and 
fortificsl 
by 
the Turks 
it would 
prolong to the westward tho im portant 


defensive line of 
the mountoiua 
and 
might 
be 
held 
indefinitely by good 
troops, for the railroad could reinforce and 
supply it irom all tho country behind down 
to Constantinople. 
But if it be included in 
North B ulgaria-be partofthat independent 
State, and not fortified in Turkish hands— 
then it would be open to Russia, and its 
possession by a Russian army would turn 
the line of tb^ Balkans by whomsoever held 
and would force the defender to fight the 
invader in front of Adriauople. 
In its 
famous bulletin of trium ph the Tim es re­ 
potted that this city was to bo included in 
the southern State and to be retained, 
therefore, in Turkish hands. 
In fact, it is 
to bo included in the northern State, and 
all its strategic possibilities are to be seen 
in a light ju st 
coutrary to 
that 
im ­ 
plied by what the 7 unea reported. 
It nppear.T, therefore, that of the great 
trium ph over which the 
Tunes and tho 
London P v sl gloried so freely as the results 
of Lord Beaconstiold’s backbone at Berlin 
not one point remains when both sides of 
the story are heard. 
E ngland’s diplomacy 
appears thus brilliantly trium phant only 
when chronicled by British correspond- 
euts 
inspired, 
perhaps, 
by the 
dip'o- 
matisSs themselves. 
It has been already 
reported how greatly conservative opinion 
in England is disappointed with the .Anglo- 
Russiiin agreement which hocumo a basis 
for tho meoiing of tho Powers in tho Con­ 
gress, and it has moreover already appeared 
by the nature of despatches from Berlin to 
London that the correspond on ts were fur­ 
nished with news of the Congres.s of a kind 
likely to thx’ow dust in people’s eyes as to 
the value of that agreement to England. 
Apparently tho 
Tim es' rem arkably false 
news is tho sublimost instance of this sort 
ol systematic deception. 


G r a n t 
1m l ln ilu n d . 
General Grant, having exhausted tho 
East and grown weary of the honors show­ 
ered upon him in London and Paris, has 
now branched off to Holland, and is there 
thu recipient of attentions as gracious and 
as flattering as any he lias yet received. 
Royal receptions, diplomatic dinners, min­ 
isterial dejeuners and tho usual round of en­ 
tertainm ents have marked his stay at The 
H.iguc, and tho sturdy Dutch soldiers have 
been put through a grand review in honor 
of the first general o f . tho ago. 
In the 
steady, i>lodding cities of Amsterdam and 
Rotterdam the phlegmatic citizens have 
been excited to euthnsiasm by the presonee 
of the American ex-President, and have sig­ 
nified their adm iration of his character and 
achievements by crowding 
tho streets 
through which ho passed. 
General G rant 
goes to-morrow to Berlin, where he v/ill 
probably learn the final result of the Con­ 
gress which is to avert n Enropeon war. 
The great diplomats who are now assembled 
in that capital will no doubt find time to 
do honor to the ex-Presidont, and will bo 
well pleased at tho opportunity to moot so 
distinguished an American soldier. 


P r u t c e l l o n for B x e n r s l o n l a t a . 
The excursion fever promises to rage furi­ 
ously this summer. 
The boats went out 
with heavy loads on Sunday lost, notwith­ 
standing the threatening appearance of tho 
skies in tho early morning, and no doubt 
tho excursionists enjoyed the fresh air fo 
tho fullest extent 
But tho great rush for 
the excursion steamers suggests the im­ 
portance of compelling the proprietors to 
obey the law in regard to overcrowding. 
An accident to one of these boats with its 
large load 
of pleasure seekers, mostly 
women and children, would in all proba­ 
bility end in a most heartrending calamity. 
Tho officers whose duty it is to see that 
these laws are observed have not been dis­ 
tinguished in the past for vigilance and 
activity, and if they neglect their duty 
some steps ought to' bo taken to call them 
to account. 
It is alleged that some of tho 
boats last Hnnday were overcrowded and 
that (he provisions for saving 
life in 
case of an accident were entirely and ab­ 
surdly iuadeqnate. 
Two-thirds of tho peo­ 
ple who go ou such excursions have no idea 
of tho danger they incur, and it is deplor­ 
able that their lives should bo thus jeopar­ 
dized when a proper observance of the laws 
would render thorn comparatively safe. 
Onr local nutlioriiica should adopt meas­ 
ures for tho protection of tho thousands 
who embark on tho excursion staamcrs, 
and should take pains to see tliat tho laws 
are enforced. 


A S erm ó n 
fo r T r a m p a . 
'Ihe sermon preached to tramps last 
Sunday by Mr. William W. Forsytli, of 
Rhode Island, is one they can understand 
and whieli is likely to give them a usi lnl 
lesson. 
The text was taken from tho first 
and Kccond chambers of a revolver, and 
went directly lo tho Load of tho particular 
trump to whom it was nddrcsscil. 
The 
roffiaii entered Mr. Forsyth's house w ith­ 
out taking the trouble to knock, doublless 
in tho expectation that he would bo un­ 
heard and unseen, and thus oiiablod to lay 
his hands on 
any portable articles of 
value ho might happen to oomo across. 
In 
this 
Lo 
was 
disappointod, 
as 
he WAS obsorved 
by 
the 
family and 
cautioned to 
knock 
at 
the door and 
announce his entrance if 
ho 
should 
call ogniii. 
Tho fellow went off; but 
ho doubtless remarked that .Mr Forsyth 
was in loeblo health and that his wilo was 
the onlj other inm ate of the house, and ho 
was not to bo balked in wliat appeared to 
him SO available an opportunity for plunder. 
Soon uRerward Mr. Forsyth, having ocoa- 
siou to go to the kitchen, found tho tram p 
there, armed with a dirk ktiilo and evi­ 
dently bent ou murder, if ucocsHary, as 
well os robbery. 
Mr. Forsyth rushed to his 
bedroom, followed by thu tramp, and, hav­ 
ing secured his revolver, fired at the ruffisn, 
hitting tho top of his head, but not dis­ 
abling him. 
The tram p seized him by tho 
throat and endeavored to throw him over 
the banisters, but Mrs. Forsyth bravely 
came to tho rosnno of her hnsbnud and by 
her aasistanoo euabloJ him to fire a soound 
shot, w ith better effect. 
Tho tramp left, 
with a bullet in his head, but after going a 
short distance fell and was ouptfircd 
Ho is 
still alive, but there is some hope that he will 
not recover. 
'1 ho tram p rufflnn is the worst 
in extsteuce. 
Women and children are 
often at his mercy, and recently it has been 


almost as dangerous to leave on unprotected 
family in a quiet country neighborhood in a 
settled State as on a border farm in the neigh­ 
borhood of the Bannock Indians. 
It is very 
little use to arrest a tram p as a vagrant. 
A 
short detention is all the discomfort he is 
called upon to endure, and ha starts out 
afresh, probably with a disposition to re­ 
venge him self through the bludgeon or the 
torch on those who have caused the inoon- 
venienoe. 
It is very well to relievo real 
distress wherever it exists, whether in city 
or country; but the best meal that can be 
given to a regular tram p is a leaden one, 
and it should be supplied in sufficient 
quantity to satisfy the most voracious appe­ 
tite.

into tho vault from the open biirucri and 
filled thu upper section to a degree that 
made the mixture of gas and air highly ex­ 
plosive. 
An employe entered tho vault and 
struck a light with a match. 
Tho little 
flame In contact with tha gas oolleoted in 
the vault cuui 
1 tho explosion. 
We repeat

apparent simplicity of its cause, and make 
n mental note of the num ber of times ho or 
she, by oontributivc negligence, has nearly 
broüght about a sim ilar result.

the smell it causes. 
It is at tho time when 
the powerful odor suggests the necessity of 
caution that the gas mine is charged with 
death. 
At such a timo open the windows 


and doors and examine the bnm ers, b a t do 
not strike a light nntii ventilation has re­ 
moved the danger.

The Law Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen have under consideration the 
question 
of 
prohibiting 
the 
use of 
fireworks in the city on the 3d and 
4th of July. 
An ordinanoo to this effoot is 
already in existence, but every year since 
its enactment the firework munufiicturcrs 
havo been able to secure itssuspensiou, and 
this season they are again at work in tho 
same direction. 
In the interest of property 
aud of human life it is to be hoped the law 
will be rigidly enforced this year. 
The 
argument of the manufacturers, that they 
have accumulated large stocks of these 
destructive explosives aud that to pro­ 
hibit their use in 
the oity would be 
to injure the dealers 
finauciully, 
has 
little orno force. 
In the face of the law on 
tha subject they should not have gone on 
m ikiug goods tho use of whieh they knew 
would be, wheu the time cumo, illegal. 
If 
the law were an ex post fa c to one it would be 
an entirely different Ihing ; but it is not. 
It was in existence before a dollar’s worth 
of the present stock was manufactured or 
sold. 
They manufactured at their i>eril, 
and they have no right now to ask that tlie 
law be set aside for tlioir benefit. 
If their 
request could bo granted without infringo- 
ing upon tho right of others there would 
not bo mnoli objection to acceding to it, 
but that is not possible. 
To save the prop- 
ertj' of a score or a huudred firework men 
the Board oi' Aldcrmoii have no right to tn - 
daiiger the property of other citizens, the 
value of which is 
ten thousand times 
greater. 
It has been estimated that thus 
far the annual eelobraliou of tho Fourth pf 
July has cost more in life and property than 
the war of ihu Rovolution. 
Only a year ago 
tho value of the property burned in loss 
than three thom;and towns by firework ac­ 
cidents iimouuted to iiiore than a quarter of 
a million dollars. 
In one hundred and 
seventy-five cities and towns thirty-one 
persons were killed and five hundred seri­ 
ously injured. 
This is paying a little too 
much for our patriotic whistle, and it is cer­ 
tainly time to apply a remedy. If any one is 
so patriotic that ho m ust burn gunpowder in 
memory of Seventy-six there is abundant 
room for him to do so outside of tho cities 
and towns. 
B ut in the centres of popula­ 
tion dangerous explosives ought not to be 
placed in tho hands of ignorant and care­ 
less persons. 
Let us havo a rigid enforce­ 
ment of the law in this city this season.

Tho meeting of tho socialists of this city 
last evening to oeb'brato the anniversary 
of tho French Revolution of 1848 was at­ 
tended by nearly one thousand persons, a

those present were, of course, foreigners— 
either Frenchm en or Germans.

There was, of course, a good deal about the 
rights of labor and tho tyranny of capital 
and all that sort of thing, which is com­ 
paratively harmless and answers itselfi 
The socialists hove a ptrfcct right to 
meet and discuss tho labor question, tho 
French Revolution of 1848 or any other 
revolution. 
Free speech is at the corner 
stone of our institutions, and it cannot bo 
denied to the socialists or to any other 
class of our people, provided they do not 
violate the law. 
Neither the resolutions 
adopted lost evening nor tho speeches 
that 
were 
made give 
a 
very 
clear 
idea 
of 
what 
the 
sooialis'ts 
really 
want. 
A decree of tho provisional gov­ 
ernm ent is quoted in regard to oduoation. 
Surely there can bo no ground of complaint 
in that respect here. Again, standing armies 
are denounced. 
M’ell, wo have no stand­ 
ing army that as compared with those of 
Europe is worth the name. While our mili­ 
tary resources are greater than almost 
any two of tho first 
class 
Bowers in 
Europe 
wo 
are 
almost 
nntaxed 
m 
that respect. 
The union of Church and 
State IS condemned. 
No union exists here, 
nor is it likely that ono over will exist. Tho 
Hocialists endeavor to draw a parallel be­ 
tween thu 0 m dition of tho workingmen in 
Baris in 1848 anil of 
the workingmen 
ill this country to-day. 
There is not a 
shadow of resemblance between the two 
cases. 
Land is free, labor is free, siicech is 
free, education is free. 
The socialists will 
make little headwii}' among the iiitelligunt 
.\uu rican workingiucn. 
Their theories are 
in every respect nii-Amorican. 
They may 
do in Europe, whore the whole fabric of so­ 
ciety is diftorent, but they can never obtain 
a loothold hero.
